Johin B, Floyd, desirous of publicly testify-
ing their respect for that gentleman, and
their approval of his cou s, tendered him
a complimentary dinner, which enme off
at the Exchange Ilotel, in this city, on
on Iriday evening, January 11th. Tt was
an vecasion of great interest 1o all pre:s—
cnt.

The banqugt commenced at 0 o'clock,
und the large company discussed with great
great zeal the substantial suljects placed
before them. Gep. A. A. Chapman,
of Monroe, presided—the guest of the
e\'eﬁing_ boing seated on Iy right,
Judge Hopkins, one of the Alabama Com-
Nissicners, on his left, and F. M. Gilmer,
Esq., the other Commissioner, next to Gov.
Floyd. Whiie the festival was progressing,
Gen. Chapman arose and read a telegraphic
dispatch, announcing that Alabama had
seceded from the Union, which was re—

The writer does not
believe that suy fort is_impregnable.—
Speaking of IFor Sumter he says:

It is construeted of solid masonry, oc-
tagonal iu form, with a double vow ot jiurt-
hioles on all sides for heavy orduance, and
is said to be bomb proof withal, The ar.
mament of the fort consists of 14G guns 15
of them being ten ineh *Columbiads, which
have a wide Fange, and throw cither shot
or shell,  But with all its perfection of
Lomb proof easemats, improved guns and
natural advantages of position, it is not
impreanable, especially to attack from the
Innd dide. Ttean besoceessfully  shelled
from temporary batteries on  Sullivan's
Island, and Mount T sant even, which is
about two miles di&!illli‘ and where the be-
sicgers would have the advantage of eleva~
tion.  With the heaviest ordnance, it could
probably be successfully breached by bat-
teries on James Island, and then ensily ear-
ried by storm.  Here, then, arc three points
of attack. .

It is well known by military men  that,
by a combined, direat, vertieal and enfilade
fire, the guns on the faces of defensive WOTKs
even when well traversed, can be silenced
from a distance; for, in the attack, the
besieger accupies to great era of a circle,
and the besieged a small era within it so
that, as the former bas a choice of position
he can aligne himshlf on the prolongations
of the faces of ihe ravelins and Lastious,
where Lie can erect his eufilade bu!iuries,
und establish his direct and mortar batteries
o situations best suited to assist them ; so
tbat guns on the terre-pleins (top or plat—
form) of the dufensive works, aro exposed
to a combined fire, that xoon produces the
cffect of slackening their fire. Engincers
Lave endeavored to vemedy tlis serious
disadvantage by making vaulted apartments
of masonry for the guns, covered on top so
as to be proof agninst the bursting of shells.
There are two kind of Lowb-proof build—
ings ; one being isolated, that is, covering
detached buildings, poweser magazines or
hospitals : and the other covering the whole
mass of ramparts; in the latter case they |
are called casemates.  To thisclass belongs
Fort Sumter. Now, although the theory
that such fortifications are impregnable is
very good, practice has shown serious ob—
Jections.  To the first piace, the casemates
batteries weaken the ramparts under which
they rre coustructed; and when ftheir ar—
ches are ruined by the breaching batterics
of th‘ﬂﬂﬂnilnnb, the whole mass of the ram-
part and parapet sinks down into the case-
metes and expose the interior of the works,
In the second place, if casemated guns can
command the country, they can also be
seen from a distance ; and s the choice of
p_ositipn is with the assailant, be can readi-
ly find situations for batteries, whence lis
guns can see the cheeks of the caremated
embram}eg, though the guns in these case-
mates cannot Da brought to bear upon
him; the assailant can thus batter the
cheeks with shot that will bound or deflect
from the embrasures into the ‘casewate to
the destruction of the guners, This evil
was especially noticed by military men in
the capture of thy castle of Scylla, in Snpin 1
in 1800. Qg examining ‘the interior of
these casemsles after the surrender of the
castle, the English officers were surprised to
observe the mischief which had been pro-
dpced by shot that had defl-cted from the
cheeks of the eihbmuuren, qnd' gnt;:red the
_cnsematés. It showed thap a direct fire in-
to a casemated fﬂ-’hfﬂs:‘"“ must render such
batterics untenable, The ouly remedy for
this is to pluce Lhe batteries in suclr a situa-
tion that the embrasures can only be seen
in the direction in which the guns they
shelter can be pointed. Tt is only neces-
Bary to give somo examples of the effects
of shells and the forco of heavy balls, in
onler to show that the Foof of blinded bat-
tertes cannot resist them for any great
lenghth oftime. In low situations, however
on a riggror on a coast, they are efficient to

In breaching, no gun of less ealibre than
24 peunider shou'd be used. The lest meth-
od of forming a breach is, first to cut the
ouler wall (revetment), which supports the
embankment, towards the bottom, by a
horizontal line, and at various distances by
vertical lines, to shake afterwards each Poi-
tion of the walls, between two of the ver-
tical lines, to canse it to crumble into the
ditels or water at the fool, The destruction
of the outer wall being thus prepared, it is
only necessary to break the mass belwen
the vertical lines ; to shake these parts and
disunite them ; and the tumbling to picces
will soon take place. Datleries to Lreach
fire as quickly ns they ean with precision—
about 25 or 30 rounds per hour,

At the siege of St Scbastian, 3,500
rounds were fired from 10 guns in 5¢ hours
great accuracy of range being' at the samo
time observeed, An exposed wall may be
breached with certaiuty at distances from
500 to 1000 yards, even when clevated 100
fcet above the brc:gc[]ing battery. At the
sicge of Badajoz, a breach of 100 feet was
maude with 9500 shot, at a distance of 530
yards, through a easemated wall. At the
siege ohCiudad Llodridgo, the main breach
of 109 feet waus created by 6,100 shol, at a
distance of 560 yards, through good ma-
sonry. It appears, from a series of nine
years' experiments made at Metz, Stras-
bourg and La Fere, fron 1816 to 1825,
that, at a 'mngo of 1460 yards, the droga-
bility of bitting with a twelve pounder and
8 x-pounder is as 8 1o 3; of the eight pour «
der and sixpounder about the poportion «f
3 1o 2. This practice shows the superiori-
ty of the "heavier guus in point of accur-
ricy.

" We bhave endeavored to show in the
foregoing that fortifications, however scien-

tifically constructed, or of whatever matg-
rial or cost, can not withstand, for any con-
siderable time, the cffects of the shot or
shell.  There are times, however, when
these ferovs can not be brought to bear ex-
cept at the expense of great labor and

time; but cven a fortification so situated

has vot beeti fonnd able to bold out against
the desperate valor of disciplined troops.
Fortresses perclied on nlmost inaccessiblo
heights have been stormed repeatedly ;
surrounded- by waler, they Lave been sealed
from boats. The sacrifice of life is somae-
timeg_awful in such cases—whole com-
panies, and regiments even, being swept
away in tho discharges from the fort; but
the dead bodies of the “advance serve us a
bridge for the reserve over which l_hc?' rush

to victory. The Peninsular war, and, later
our own troops in Mexico, especially at
Chepultepe, thé English and the French i

the Crimea and in Todia, furnish many ex-

amples of the weakness of (he most powcr-
ful iortifications when assailed t y determin-
ed men, It was one of Napoleon’s max-
ims that a fortified place could only pro-
tect 8 garrizon and arzest the enemy & cep-
tain iength of time. Gibraltar and Cron:
stade will one day be added to the examples

of Lhis rule,
